V. B. I,, Mr. Robert Saah, U. R. Marshal, and >fr. Kelly of Secret Seniee 
ii«ra In the office with Capt. Frits at the tlae. Boyd and Hall atayed in 
the office riarlns the Interrofation. After Capt. Frlti and the other 
offleere f1nls^ed thair inter t-ogatl on, RlBa, Boyd, and Hall returned 
Oswald to lail at llj?0 AH. Shortly afterwards, ?lme, Boyd, Hall, and 
Pet. C. n. n^orlty went to 1036 Sorth BecHey to reeheek Oawald's roow. 
We arrlTod at UK? and left at 13«30 W. »t anproxinately 61OO PM 
Sins asalstod M. 0. Hall and Bet. h. C, dreTea in clicking Oswald owt of 
Jail and brought him to Capt, Prltt's of flee. Pirns didn't stay In the 
office diirlnp tShe lntorro?atlon. After the lntorroeatl<>n, Flsis assisted 
Hall and Qravss In returning Oswald to jail at 7»15 FK.
